He has a high grade intelligence and very superior judgment, 
common sense, initiative, industry, forcefulness, resourcefulness, and, 
keenness. , He makes a highly satisfactory personal appearance, dressing 
neatly at all times. 

Mr. Brennan is within the desirable weight limit, and he has no 
physical limitations. Mr. Brennan has unusual capabilities for working 
under pressure and can take great volumes of work, organizing this work 
efficiently, directing his men effectively, and accomplishing the desired 
results with a minimum of time being spent* In dealing with personnel, he 
is a practical psychologist and knows how to get the best out of people and 
at the same time keeping their morale high.

The purpose of this memorandum is to make a record of th^iact 
captioned employee expects to be on sick leave throughout the month of Janu^,™*^.... > 
Supervisor Brennan has been advised by his doctor that he must undergo an^pei[^tioi^) \ 
for the correction of a foot ailment. The ailment involves radiation deterioration o£*h 
a portion of the tissue on the ball of the left foot. This condition stems from X-ray V* 
treatments Brennan received in 1939; however, the tissue deterioration has only 
recently been noted. To correct the situation, doctors plan to cut out the tissue, 
remove one and possibly two toes, and, using the tissue and skinirom them, perform 
a skin graft which it is felt will successfully alleviate the condition. 

The surgeon who will perform the operation is Dr. John Alexander, 
a plastic surgeon in Falls Church, Virginia. A tentative date for the operation has 
been set for January 3, 1961, at the National Orthopaedic and Rehabilitation Hospital 
in Alexandria, Virginia. Dr. Alexander has, stated that Brennan may anticipate 
spending two weeks in the hospital followed by a three-week period in which the weight 
will have to be kept off the foot. He has stated that the chances for a successful 
operation are excellent and that Brennan 1 s capacity for future strenuous activity should 
in no way:be limited. It is to be noted that this condition is a matter of refcord in 
Brennan 1 s file having been called to the attention of the examining physician during 
previous physical examinations. In 1959, for example, Brennan was referred to 
surgeons at Bethesda Naval Hospital during his physical examination and it was their 
considered opinion at the time that such an operation, jypyld, eventually be. necessary 
depending upon the rate of tissue deterioration.

Morley 
should have prepared such daily summaries.

Even when it became apparent, as the trial progressed, 
that the Bureau's pamphlet was subject to comment, we moved too 
slowly in advising the Director. Besides myself, Inspector 
J, A. Sizoo, to whom I gave instructions, and Section Chief 
F. J. Baumgardner, to whom Sizoo gave instructions, are chargeable 
with delay. Supervisor C. D. Brennan is chargeable with delay 
l * in the preparation of the 4/28/61 memorandum. 

The fact that we v/ere misled by information; originally 
furnished by San Francisco to the effect that the prosecution 
had five witnesses, plus a newspaper reporter's tape, which appeared 
to make a good case for the prosecution, cannot be used as an 
excuse. Some of these alleged witnesses did not materialize. 
, We were on notice as to this after the first few days of the 
8 ' trial,, after the prosecution rested. 

RECOMMENDATION : 

It is recommended that the following individuals be 
censured for failure to keep the Director sufficiently advised 
of developments in this matter: Assistant Director A. H. Belmont;

With reference to San Francisco's explanations, we find 
fault with SAC Auerbach f s theory that San Francisco's report of 
5/31/60 was submitted for the information of only the Bureau and 
its normal intelligence associates. Presumably Auerbach is 'taking 
the position that information submitted for such purposes need not 
be as accurate as information submitted for publication. This 

iwe cannot agree to. We feel we are entitled to have accurate

Further, we\ do not agree with Auerbach' sNfexplanat ion 
Uthat the documentation of the paragraph in question was c orrect 
J as originally reported, .that is, attributable "to SA | | when 
in fact it later t urned o ut that the information in question was 
attributable to SA I I as received from the police. Inasmuch 
as these are positions taken by SAC Auerbach himself, and not a

ffpeaking Assignments 

Since assuming duties of Number One Man in the Central Research 
Section, SA Brennan has carried out speaking assignments in a, superior manner. 
During this period, SA Brennan hasxompleted 25 of these assignments in various 
parts of the country involving youth, high school, college, educator, military, 
foreign service, civic, veteran, and women's club groups ♦ In connectiqn "with these 
assignments, SA Brennan has had to prepare appropriate speech material, some 
classified and some public source, and present it effectively considering the special 
interests of the audience involved. 

.Comments from representatives of groups before ivhom SA Brennan 
appeared strongly indicate the effectiveness of his speaking assignments. Some ex- 
amples follow: 

By letter of July 6, 1961,, the managing director of .the civic organization, 
Sertoma International, advised that Mr. Brennan 1 s address before this organizations 
international convention Vas "appropriate, effectively delivered and made a decided 
contribution to the convention, " Further, he states, that the appreciation of the 
convention delegates was expressed, in a formal resolution of gratitude to Mr. Brennan. 

By letter of July 31, 1961, a vice admiral of the United States Navy 
Mr. Brennan 1 s presentation was "pertinent and informative" and reaction was uni- 
formly complimentary. Further, "Mr. Brennan 1 s participation contributed signif- 
icantly" to the course being conducted for military personnel. (62-33413-4358) 

By letter of October 13, 1961,, a colonel of the United States Army described 
\Mr. Brennan' s lecture on. "Communism in, the United States" as "most commendable" 
and an; "outstanding presentation. " Further, his "expert coverage of the subject 
contributed, significantly tq the knowledge of the audience. " 

SA Brennan has also carried out lecture assignments before Bureau new 
Special Agent training and In-Service training classes in an effective manner. 

Research and Writing 

SA Brennan has an. unusual talent for research and writing. His talent is 
not confined to his own assignments. He also has the ability to advise and assist 
others in accomplishing their waiting tasks. This results in improved ivork and 
development of other Section personnel. 

SA Brennan works, in a superior fashion under pressure and has the ability 
to produce hard hitting, effective, and comprehensive material in a yery short period

of time. Some examples follow: 

A Top* Secret paper, "Current Status of the Communist Party, USA, " dated 
April 3, 1962, was prepared by SA Brennan to illustrate the Party 1 s strength, in- 
fluence, and expanding efforts to infiltrate and manipulate various segments of 
American, life. He also showed the Soviet ties of the Party audits status as axon- 
spiratorial weapon threatening the internal security of this country. The Director 
notedJ"It is excellent. " Due to its sensitive nature, this paper was disseminated to 
a, select group of high Government officials. 

Recognizing the attempts of the Communist Party, USA^ to exploit students on 
our coltege campuses, SA Brennan prepared material in I June, 1962, for the use of 
the Director in publicizing this activity and exposing Party objectives. Consideration 
is being given to publishing '.this material in a nationwide magazine. 

A Top Secret paper on. the "Adjunct of Soviet Power — The Communist Party, 
USA, " dated July 2, 1962, was prepared^ by $A Brennan. This paper f ocusecl at- 
tention on the pattern of activities of the Communist Party, USA, during the first 
half of 1962 with a penetrating projection bf .future Party activities. Due to its 
sensitive nature, it was disseminated to a,s8ect group of high Government officials. 

Since assuming the duties of Number One Mail in the Section, SA Brennan 
has been commended by the Director on 4 occasions, Oil March 26, 1962^ SA Brennan 
was commended for his contribution to an. interesting and educational tour exhibit. 
On April 10, 1962, he "was commended for Jiis competence, ingenuity, enthusiasm, 
and thorough knowledge of the subject matter in connection with the preparation of an 
important Top Secret document on the current status of the Communist Party, USA, 
On July 2, 1962,. SA Brennan was commended for his ability, judgment, and knowledge 
in the preparation of a document pertaining to communism. Oh- August 28, 1962, SA 
Brennan was commended for his highly effective part in the program of the Disabled 
American yeterans National Convention in Atlantic City, New Jersey. 

The examples cited are typical of the consistently superior work of 
SA Brennan. He is a versatile, enthusiastic, industrious, and loyal FBI employee.

employee who violates any provision of Executive Order No. 10501, as amended, 
or of these regulations shall be subject to appropriate disciplinary action. Prompt 
and stringent administrative action shall be taken against any officer or employee 
determined to have been knowingly responsible for any release or disclosure of 
classified defense information or material except in the manner authorized by these 
regulations. Whenever a violation of criminal statutes may be involved in .a delib- 
erate unauthorized release or disclosure of classified defense information, criminal 
prosecution, in an appropriate case, shall also be instituted."
